The Times-Review says : " TheGrnnd 


Prize Company until tbe last mouth bas 
always procured from tho Sab-Treasury 
at Sau Francisco §1,000 in silver dollars 
to use iu the payment of tbeir inonihly 
expenses. 
Tho transportation of the 


coin had up to Ihut time been paid by 
tbe Government, which could well afford 
the outlay, as its profit ou coinage on 
silver considerably exceeded the cost of 
exprossage. 
Upon application ot the 


secretary of the company last month, 
however, he was informed that no more 
silver coin could be procured upon those 
terms, and he was consequently obliged 
to get it from a bank and send it bore at 
the expense of the company. Thure ia 
no good reason why this discrimination 
should bo made against silver coin. The 
present Administration professes a de- 
Bire to promote ihs circulation of that 
kind of currency, bat its uot ia this ro- 
gpeot certainly does not verify its pro- 
fession. While gold ia coined «t a loss 
to the Government, it realizes a profit 
OB silver considerably in excoss of the 
cost of transportation, aurl there is no 
reason why a portion of that profit 
Should not be used in facilitating its 
circulation. 
If the Administration is 


sincere in its profession it will rescind 
this most contradictory order." 


NEVADA STATE FAlit. 


The Coming Exposition at Reno of 


the Ajrrlcnlturnl, MineraloKlcoJ 
und Oilier K«'sourcc9 nntl JPro- 
<lncM <>l Nevada. 


The exports from this country thus 


far in the present year show no marked 
changes from the figures for 1884. Only 
about half as much cotton was sent off 
in July, 1885, as in July, 1884, but the 
total value of this export for the eleven 
months ending with July this year was 
$195,396,939, agninst $193,950,307 for 
the eleven months ending with July 
last year. The export of wheat since 
January 1 exceeded by less than 160,009 
bushels those in the first seven months 
of 1884, bat the lower prices this year 
make the 
value 
only 
$31,034,006, 


against $36,19(>,601 last year. 
The 


total value of all breadstuff's Kent abroad 
daring the first seven months of 1885 
was $85,558,982, agaiubt $80,546,131 
in the corresponding period of 1884. 
The number of cattle exported in the 
same mouths fell off about 7 per cent. 
as compared with last year, while the 
number of hogs more than doubled, and 
the amount of pork products showed a 
considerable increase. 
A trifle less 


fresh beef was sent across the ocean, 
bat the quantity of beef salted, pickled, 
and otherwise cured almost doubled, 
reaching 41,724,892 pounds ; cheesofell 
off, but butter gained. 
The total values 


of all beef, pork and dairy products 
thus fur this year aggregate $56,904,- 
369, against $54,311,766 for the same 
time last year. As a whole, therefore, 
(he export trade shows hardly 
any 


change.

tit the Nation il Exposition at New 
Orleans, and Nevada's 
bullion has 


swayed the financial markets of the 
world. 


It is this inherent feeling of growing 


prosperity that induces a better desire 
to gather la at the annual State Puir 
with the agricultural and industrial pro- 
ducts from all quartern of the State. 
Improved breeds of cattle, horses and 
sheop, introduced within the last few 
yeurs, ara showing marked effect iu the 
prosperity of the herdsmen, and the 
shrewd ruouhe/ who brings in speci- 
mens of his improved animals and the 
products of his agricultural industry is 
given an opportunity to compare notes 
and experience with others as enter- 
prising as himself, and he cannot fail 
to profit thereby far beyond the finan- 
cial or honorary prize he may bo award- 
ed in recognition of his superior ability 
or enterprise. The man of superior in- 
telligence iu this or any other line 
wrongs his neighbors and the world in 
biding his light under a bushel instead 
of bringing it forth and letting it BO 
shine that he aud ail others may be 
profited thereby.
